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DECISION ON APPLICATION 
FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 



This letter is in response to the "NOTICE OF ERROR IN THE 
DETERMINATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT", filed February 24, 
2006. Applicants request that the initial determination of 
patent term adjustment under 3J5 U.S.C. §154 (b) be reviewed for 
accuracy. 

The request for correction of the patent term adjustment (PTA) is 
DISMISSED . 

On February 28, 2006, the Office mailed the Determination of 
Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. §154 (b) in the 
above- identified application. The Notice stated that the patent 
term adjustment to date is three hundred six (306) days. 
Applicants filed the instant "NOTICE OF ERROR IN THE 
DETERMINATION OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT" on February 24, 2006. 
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On February 28, 2006, the application issued into Patent No. 
7,005,440, with a patent term adjustment of three hundred six 
(306) days. 

A review of the record reveals that the determination of patent 
term adjustment was correct. The Office determined a patent term 
adjustment of three hundred six (306) days based on an adjustment 
for PTO delay of two hundred thirty- five (23 5) days pursuant to 
35 U.S.C. 154 (b) (1) (A) (i) and 37 C.F.R. §1 . 703 (a) ( 1) , ninety-nine 
(99) days pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 154(b) (1) (A) (ii) and 37 C.F.R. 
§1 . 703 (a) (2) , and fifty-seven (57) days pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 
154(b) (1) (A) (iv) and 37 C.F.R. §1.703 (a) (6), reduced by thirty- 
two (32) days and ninety-nine (99) days of applicant delay 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 154(b) (2) (C) (ii) and 37 C.F.R. §1.704 (b) . 

In view thereof, the correct determination of PTA at the time of 
the mailing of the Notice of Allowance is three hundred six (306) 
days (391 days of PTO delay (235+99+57), reduced by 85 (32+53) 
days of Applicant delay) .
